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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's arguments on pages 
3-4, in regards to the ATVEF specification, it is once again noted that the first and second announcement share non-identifying 
information, such as language. Thus, the second non-identifying information clearly describes a characteristic of the first presentation. 

While applicant has provided no specific reasoning as to how this fails to read upon the claim language, based upon applicant's 
underlining, it appears applicant feels that the limitation of "after the second content item that is not part of the first presentation 
announcement is accepted by the receiver" is not met. This, however, is incorrect, as the second non-identifying information clearly 
describes one or more characteristics of the first presentation, as it describes the language utilized by both presentations. This would 
remain true for any particular time period, including "after the second content item that is not part of the first presentation announcement is 
accepted by the receiver". As the second non-identifying information is not altered in any fashion as a result of the acceptance of the 
second content item, it would still "describe one or more characteristics of the first presentation" as required by the claims. Thus, 
applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
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
